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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application In condition for allowance because: One-piece can broadly be considered to consist 
of two pieces fastened together to form one as shown by Lathrop While the claims reciting the relative diameters appear to evade 
Goldman, Consideration of Seyler In combination with prior art showing mounting a base to a bowling ball, such as Lathrop, need furhter 
consideration. Claim 1 now calls for one-piece that "rotatably engages and combined with the limitations of the locking member examiner 
believes this to evade Lathrop since his locking member prevents rotation of the sleeve and Seyler does not suggest a locking member. 
Note that claim 15 suffers from the same 112 problems as did claim 23. 
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
